Crime Stoppers breaks through these barriers by giving people the
opportunity to provide information without directly speaking to
police or having to testify in court. Obviously investigators need
witnesses to help prove their case in court, but most importantly
they need information that allows them to zero in on a suspect or a
criminal operation such as a drug trafficking network.

Cash rewards from Crime Stoppers also motivate some people to
call anonymously with information that will be vital to investigators.
Anyone with any information concerning any crime in the
Lincoln/Logan County area is urged to call “CRIME STOPPERS” at
732-3000. Your information will be kept confidential and you may
remain anonymous. If your information leads to the arrest of the
person(s) involved CRIME STOPPERS will pay you a cash reward up
to $1000.00. CRIME STOPPERS has an answering machine to
answer your calls. This is to protect you if you wish to remain
anonymous (your calls can not be traced with this machine).

Patrol

Criminal Investigations
Monthly Cases Report Summary for September 2017

The detectives of the Criminal Investigation Division of the Lincoln Police Department conducted further
investigation on 19 active criminal investigations in the month of September. The types of investigations
are listed but due to the sensitivity of those investigations, specific information is not available to for
release.

e (4) Investigations were narcotics related. These cases involved the possession and distribution

of cocaine and heroin, production of cannabis drug induced homicide, and drug induced
aggravated battery.

e (4) Investigations involved sexual offenses. These crimes involved both adults and children with
offenses including criminal sexual assault, criminal sexual abuse, sexual exploitation, and
grooming.

e (2) Investigations involved property crimes. These crimes included burglary and burglary to a
motor vehicle.

e (3) Investigations involved crimes against persons. These investigations involved aggravated
robbery, harassment of a witness, and child abuse.

e (2) Investigations involved weapons offenses. These investigations involved the illegal
possession and sale of stolen firearms. One of these investigations led to a methamphetamine
production investigation.

e (4) Search warrants were executed to further investigations in these cases.

Two officers of the Criminal Investigations Division continued to participate in a multi-jurisdictional drug
task force, conducting joint investigations with other local, state, and federal agencies.
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DARE/Community Policing

September 9t": Lincoln DARE purchased snacks for a group of kids participating in a youth drove hunt outside
of Atlanta. The young hunters learned about gun safety when hunting for doves and were able to shoot a
number of birds. This was an all afternoon event.

September 13 Officer Christy Fruge gave a tour of our Police Department to a group of Lincoln Junior High
Students. The students were able to see the Lincoln Police Department, the Logan County Sheriff’s
Department, the Logan County 911 Dispatch Center and her squad car. The students had great questions and
said they are looking forward to taking a tour of the new building once it is completed. Before leaving, the
students were given DARE pencils, stickers and crayons. Officer Fruge stated she was blessed to receive emails
from each of these students a few days later thanking her and asking her additional questions they were
unable to ask, or think of the day of the tour.

September 16%™: Officer Christy Fruge participated in an event at the ALMH Farmers Market. The Community
Health Collaborative Opioid Task Force, which Officer Fruge and Chief Adams are members of, asked that |
assist with the hidden in Plain Sight event. This event was for parents to view a teenager’s bedroom with 50
items that kids use for drug or alcohol use. The event was an eye opener for many parents, teachers and other
community members who attended.

Lincoln K9

Officer Sullivan and K9 Ace had 30 deployments for the month of September. Lincoln Police Department
requested the K9 Unit 21 times and the Logan County Sheriff’'s Department requested the LPD K9 Unit 8
times and San Jose Police Department requested the LPD K9 Unit 1 time. The K9 indicated 22 out of the
30 deployments. Out of the 22 indications, there were 17 indications where drugs were found, 9
indications drug paraphernalia were found. The drugs indicated were Marijuana, Methamphetamine,
Zolpidem, Trazedone, Pseudoephedrine, Mushrooms, Crack Cocaine and Xanax.

School Resource

Officer Butterfield responded to 85 incidents at LCHS for the month of September. The most common
offenses for the month were Class Misconduct, General incidents were the parents were contacted, Theft,
Harassment/Bully, and Assault/Threat.

Officer Butterfield has created a new standard response protocol, for the entire county, for school lock
down procedures. Officer Butterfield has trained all the Mt. Pulaski schools and the Atlanta Grade school
this month. Officer Butterfield was a speaker for 6 Drivers ED classes and 2 Criminal Justice classes.
Officer Butterfield also assisted 2 schools with lockdown drills and LCHS with an off-site shelter drill.
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
